Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative pointed out that the present invention 
utilizes meta-rules to determine whether one or more of the plurality of rules associated with either the portable device 
or the point of service device can be altered. He further argued that the McGauley et al reference does not meet the 
claim limitations of the present invention since this reference discloses 2 sets of rules on 2 separate processing 
devices, and not -2 sets of rules on one processing device. The applicant's representative will submit a response, and 
upon receipt, the; examiner will re-evaluate the McGauley et al reference, focusing on the presented arguments, and 
will perform an update search if necessary.. 
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
